His Lordſhip having not declared what thoſe no- 
table Obſervations are, which he hath made on the 
Face of publick Affairs for many Years laſt paſt, 


T will not pretend to gueſs at them: But by the 


natural Tendericy of feveral Principles ard Pra- 
ctices, that have of late been ſtudiouſly revived, 
he plainly gives us to underſtand, he principally 

Reſiſtance, 
which puts him into bodily fear, that if ev@r a 
Prince ſhould poſſeſs our Throne, who ſhould 
nave more Courage than Honefty, by virtuc of 
the Belief and Practice of that peſtilential Do- 
ctrine, we ſhould be in as great Slavery as all 
other Nations are. . 

Had not his Lordſhip put his Name and Title

nis Lordſhip know, that abſolute Non-Reſiſtance

be a fundamental! Law? Reſiſtance in any cafe 
againſt the Power Supreme, is, and ever will be 
High Treafon in all States and Governments. It 
cummot be otherwiſe; if it could, it would ceaſe to 
be the Supreme Power, and all Practices of it will 
be puniſhed as ſuch, unleſs it can prevail againit 
that Power: And where Force can be ſo ſucceſsful 
as to diſpoſſeſs Anthority, when that Force hath 
ſeated it ſelf, it will no more bear the Doctrine of 
Refitance againſt it ſelf, than the molt rightful 
and powerful Government in the Univerſe will 
do: And had thoſe Gentlemen, who *

and reſpectfully moved to recommend Mr. H. to 
Royal Favour for his excellent Homilies of Re- 
bellion , been che abſolutely Supreme Power of 
the Nation, they would have hanged him for ta- 
king thoſe Liberties, which they, being Subjects.

Trial) Terms oppoſite and contradictory in the 
Opinion of meaner Capacities (which he elegant- 
ly and conſiſtently applies to the Doctor's Chara- 
cter, whom he and others ſtile Criminal by An- 
ticipation, when they are endeavouring to prove 
him fo) can be athrmed eodem tempore of the ſame 
Perſon. But to put the Cafe of abſolute Non- 
Reſiſtance beyond Diſpute even by his Lordſhipꝰs 
own Confeſſion, That it is, and that he know: 
it to be Law, as well as Goſpel, I refer to the 
Homilies in Oppoſition ro this Speech; where 1 
the Doctrine of abſolute Non-Refiftance be not 
aſſerted in the higheſt Terms, chere is not a Man 
on the Face of the Earth can write or read: and 
his Lordſhip hath ſubſcribed to the Truth of it 
in ſubſcribing thoſe Homilies in all the Advance:

Reſiſtance ſhould make us all Slaves, as all other 
Nations are, I thought he would have excepted 
at leaſt our good Allies the Datch from the Im- 
putation of Slavery (I thought they had been the 
freeſt People in the World) but ſince he affirms 
politively all other Nations, beſides our ſelves, 
to be already Slaves, they muſt neceſſarily come 
in for a ſhare too (unleſs we and the Dutch are 
incorporated one and the ſame People) and then 
od deliver us from Dutch Slavery, let us keep 
as far from it as we can, 

Next his Lordſhip ſuggeſts, That he could 
not help foreſeeing to whoſe Charge a great 
deal of this dreadful Miſchief, whenever it 
ſhould happen, would be laid, whether juſtly 
or unjuſtly was not his Buſineſs to determine;

© dience and Submiſſion to the Laws, tho* never 
* ſo hard and inconvenient to private People: 
* Yet did I never think my ſelf at liberty, or 
authoriſed to tell the'People, that either Chrift, 
St. Peter, or St. Paul, or any dther holy Wri- 
ter had, by any Doctrine delivered by them, 
ſubverted the Laws and Conſtitutions of the 
Country in which they lived ; or put them in 
a worſe condition, with reſpe& to their civil 
Liberties, than they would have been, had 
they not been Chriſtians. I ever thought it a 
moſt impious Blaſphemy againſt that holy Re- 
ligion to father any thing upon it that might 
encourage Tyranny, Oppreſſion, or Injuſtice 
in a Prince; or that eaſily tended to make 
irce and happy People 5 and miſerable. 
No: People may make themſelves as wretched 
as they will; but let not God be called into 
that wicked Party. When Force and Violence 
and hard Neceſſity have brought the Yoak of 
Servitude upon a People's Neck, Religion will 
ſupply them with a patient and ſubmiſſive Spi- 
rit under it, till they can innocently ſhake it 
off: but certainly Religion never puts it on. 
This always was, and this at preſent is my Judg- 
ment of theſe matters: And I would be tran'- 
mitted to Poſterity (for the little ſhare of time 
ſuch Names as mine can live) under the Cha- 
racter of one who loved his Country, and would | 
be thought a good Engliſhman, as well as a good 
* Clergyman. . 


The Miſchief here feared is that of Arbitrary 
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Power (which, by an unavoidable Neceſſity ot 


human Affairs ever was, and will be in all Go- 
my vernments )

vernments) and Tyranny, ſuppoſed to be encou- 
raged by the Doc rine of abſolute Non-Reſiftance : 
And is not Rebellion (which is the Uſurpation 
and Tyranny of a Multitude, and which produ- 
ces a thouſand times more Miſchiefs, than ſingle 
Arbitrary Power, or Tyranny, let Hiſtory, Fa, 
or oy determine that point ) truly and 
wholly to be aſcribed to the Doctrine of Reſi- 
ſtance in any caſe; and yet his Lordſhip hath o- 
verlooked that? There is as much difference be- 
tween Tyranny and Reſiſtance, as between the 
Power and Wickedneſs of one, or a few Men, 
and the Power and Wickedneſs of a protniſcuous 
and licentious Multitude. No; the Doctrine of 
abſolute Non-Reſiſtance renders the Subject un- 
exceptionably peaceable and dutiful, and the 
Prince generally (and what happens generally 
and for the moſt part ought to be the Guide o 
our Judgments and Actions) placable and merci- 
ful: Whereas the Doctrine of Reſiſtance C alias 
Rebellion) puts it into the Power of the Subject 
at every Opportunity to diſtreſs, if not wholly 
ruin, the Peace of the Publick ; and neceſſarily 
puts the Prince more upon his Guard, and tempts 
him oftentimes (even ſe defendendo ) to Methods 
of Diſtruſt and Severity, that his Power and Au- 
thority may be ſecured; which otherwiſe are 
hourly liable to Invafion and Diſpoſteftion by the 
Principles and Practices of Reſiſtance. The Laws 
of Religion and of all States ever were and will 
be for abſolute Non-Reſiftance to the Supreme 
Power; which they would not have ſo univer- 
{ally maintained, had it been contrary to Nature, 
or a direct Cauſe of Oppreſiion of Tyranny, This 
Pe Ol good 
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Le 
good Prelate, no en will allow vox pow” 
to be vox Dei, (it ſeems to be a Maxim with him 
in a wrong ſenſe) and if fo, the Voice of, all Na- 
tions in the uninterrupted ſenſe of abſolute Non- 
Reſiſtance to the Supreme. Power in every Go- 
verninent under Heaven, whether that Power be 
ſeated in one or in many, 1s an Argument no 
more to be evaded, than the ſtrongeſt Proofs drawn 
from the other indiſputable Laws of Nature and 
Nations: No one Law of Nature and Nations 
being more plain and univerfal. If God, in his 
juſt Judgment, ſhould ſuffer all other Chriſtian 
Doctrines to be rooted out of moſt Parts of the 
Univerſe, yet would this of unconditional Non- 
Reſiſtance to Supreme Power be perpetual in all 
times and in all places; be as laſting as Govern- 
ment it ſelf; and that would be as long as there 
are Men in the World, Human Policy in this 
caſe would be an eternal Support to Divine Truth: 
If Bithops and Prieſts ſhould vilify and decry it, 
all ſecular Powers would teach and uphold it. 
His Lordſhip is reſolved carefully to deliver 
his great Name from the Reproaches and Curſes 
of Poſterity, (I find then his Lordſhip hath no 
mind to be forgotten by After-Ages, and, I be- 


lieve, he will not; this Preface alone is enough 


to immortalize his Memory, in a new Evangelium 
armat um, or another Edition of the old one) by 


tranſmitting the Doctrine of Reſiſtance to it. 


Which merits moſt the Reproaches aud Curſes 
of God and Man, let the reſpective Principles and 
Practices of Reſiſtance and Non-Reſiſtance inform 
the World; eſpecially when at the ſame time a 


Biſhop pleads for Reſiſtauce, he recommends and 


receives 
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receives an unconditional Subſcription to the very 
contrary Doctrine, perhaps every Week; unleſs it 
be as eaſy to prove Reſiſtance from the Homilies, 
as ſome imagine it is to prove the Validity of Lay, 
from our prefent Office of private Baptifin, 1 pro- 
feſs, I envy not his Lordſhip this monumental 
Glory, and (if he pleate) he may order theſe or 
the like Inſcriptions on his Tomb, Manus bec 
ininuca tyrannis, or Here hes —— who adjudged 
to Death the -—— But, 

His Lordſhip ſays, He never failed upon pro- 
per Occaſions to recommend, urge, and inſiſt 
upon the loving, honouring, and the reveren- 
* cing the Prince's Perſon, and holding it, accor- 
* ding to the Laws, inviolable and ſacred. Now 
if his Lordſhip is for loving, honouring, and re- 
verencing the Prince's Perſon, and holding it, 
according to. the Laws , inviolable and ſacred, 
how can he be tor violently reſiſting him in any 
caſe, for an human Perſon mult be the Subject ot 
Authority, and therefore and for no other cauſe 
ſacred? If his Perſon be ſacred, it may not be 
forcibly reſiſted ; if it may be forcibly reliſted, 
it is no longer ſacred: unleſs his Lordſhip means 
as ſacred as K. Ch. Ils Perſon was at Edg hill or Mar- 
ſton-Mioor, where they only ſhot at his evil Coun- 
ſellors, who would be always following him, 
and not at his Majeſty, Probatium eſt. 

His Lordfhip is for paying all Obedience and 
Submiſſion to the Laws, tho' never ſo hard and 
© inconvenient to private People. The Laws are 
a dead Letter without the Executive Power of 
the Prince; and in reſpe& of the Prince all Peo- 
ple are private Perſons, ſince all Honour, Diſtin-

ction, and Authority are derived from the Prince. 
If this be true (as it will be difficult for his Lord- 
ſhip to diſprove) then there is no place left for 
any manner of Reſiſtance : But if he be in earneſt 
for paying all Obedience and Submiſſion to the 
Laws, (i. e. to do or ſuffer what the Law injoins) 
tho never ſo hard and inconvenient to private 
People, then am TI certain, his Lordſhip muſt be 
for abſolute Non-Reſiſtance to the Supreme Power, 
not only by the fundamental and perpetual Laws 
and Conſtitution of the Britiſb Government, bur 
of all the Empires and Commonwealths on the 

Face of the Farth. 
Let, faith his Lordſhip, did I never think my 
* ſelf at liberty, or authoriſed to tell the People, 
(and where are you authoriſed to tell the People, 
they may reſiſt?) © that either Chriſt, St. Peter, or 
St. Paul, or any other holy Writer had, by any 
Doctrine delivered by them, ſubverted the Laws 
and Conſtitutions of the Country in which they 
* lived ; or put them into a worſe condition, 
with reſpect to their civil Liberties, than they 
* would have been, had they not been Chriſtians. 
Herein ] entirely agree with his Lordſhip. No; 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles were ſo far from teaching 
either by Precept or Example any thing in the 
leaſt rending to the Subverſion of Governments or 
Conſtitutions, that rhey ftrengthened all Govern- 
ments by both, i. e, by the Doctrine and Practice 
of abſolute Non-Reſiſtance: Which ſhews, that 
Non-Reſiſtance is the only Security of Govern- 
ment, otherwite Divine Wiſdom it ſelf, and Men 
in ſpired with and by it, would not have taught 
and practiſed it in the moſt difficult Caſes. But

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his Lordſhip's Inſinuation here is very weak (if 
not worſe) unleſs he can ſhew that Reſiſtance to the 
Supreme Power (properly ſo called) in any Na- 
tion was reſiſtible by the Conſtitution before the 
coming of our Saviour; which, Ibelieve, he will 
be no more able to effect (for it implies a Contra- 
dition, Supreme, and not Supreme) than he can 
prove the Doctrine of Reſiſtance in any Caſe from 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles.

* By the Publication of theſe Sermons his Lord-

I never had, ſaith he, but one Opinion of theſe 
matters; and that, I think, is lo rea ſonable and 
* well grounded, that, I believe, I never can

If his Lordſhip hath been always againſt the 
Doctrine of ablolute Non-Reſiſtance, he hath al- 
ways had two oppoſite Opinions in the cafe, (it 
may be, he 1s like another, who had a Secret and 
revealed Will at Command; a revealed Will, 
when formerly he preached and wrote inceſſantly * 
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for the Doctrine of abſolute Non-Reſiſtance z and 
a Secret Will, when at the ſame time he told-a 
certain unfortunate Prince, he had, in balance, an 
muiſible Diſtinction in oppoſition to it, which 
afterwards he made good on occaſion ) for even 
now he changes — Principle (as I have ſaid be- 
fore, without Repentance old Sins will be called 
to remembrance) as oft as he inſtitutes or collates, 
when he recommends and approves the Homilics 
of Obedience and againſt wilful Rebellion; for 
any one below the Dignity ,and Degree of a Bi- 
fhop, who hath the unuſual Courage to ſay, thoſe 
Sermons do not univerſally exclude Refiſtance on 
any account, muſt be {cli-condemned to the high- 
eſt degree, or elle we mutt finally renounce to 
fpelling and common ſenſe; But I think I have 
another Argument ad khomnem, that his Lordſhip 
was not always for the Doctrine of Coercion of 
Princes, (but then indeed he was not a Biſhop) in 
his 30 of Fanuary Sermon before the Lord 
Mayor 1698, where are theſe Words.

- It looks more like a 
Memorial or Manifeſto from one injured Prince to 
another tor Reparation of Dawages, than a Per- 
ſuaſive to Loyalty and Obedience from a Biſhop 
that would be thouglit Apoſtolical, to his Sovereign 
Prince: but indeed if Princes be reſiſtible, there 
is but one Subject in every Government, and that 
is that Cypher, ironically termed the Prince, You 

King of me, and I King of you. 
His Lordihip concludes, That it will become 
him bettet to pray to God to reſtore us to the 
Power of obtaining ſuch a Peace, as will be to 
his Glory, the Safety, Honour and the Welfare 
of the Queen and her Domimons; and the ge-

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© neral Satisfaction of all her High and Mighty 
Allies. Indeed I wiſh his Lordſhip in this cafe 
had prayed more and practiſed leſs; but he can- 
not part with the Government without another 
dutiful and reſpectful Wipe, when he prays God 
to reſtore us to the Power of obtaining ſuch a 
Peace, &c. (i. e. by a Whig Miniſtry, and a rui- 
nous War) as it we had not ſuch a Power now, 
but had it then, If we had then ſuch a Power, 
why did we not uſe it to put an end to ſuch a ca- 
lamitous War, but itill to cry on Blood, Blood, 
more Blood, more War, till we could effect al- 
moſt an Impoſſibility, I mean the Reduction of 
Spain by Force of Arms to the Obedience of the 
Houſe of Auſiria?

Poverty and Miſery only to pleaſe ſame Ally or 
other, who never did a kind thing to a Neigh- 
bour (tho obliged themſelves to the higheſt de- 
gree) without a ſenſible Proſpect of a much greater 
Advantage to themſelves; and whoſe Inclination, 
as well as Intereſt, tempt them nat to overlove
